Opium Smugglers to be Prosecuted at 


Portland, Oregon. 


Opium bmueglcr* to be Prosecuted. 
WASHDJOTOS. Angnat 10.—Solictor Hep- 


burn of the Department, of Justice, to-day 
instructed the United States District At- 
torney at Portland, Oregon, to libal the 
Britidh steamer Wilmington and prosecute 
snob of her officers as were concerned in 
the recant attempt to smuggle opium into 
the United StaUa. The method of smug- 
gling was to pack the opinm Into barrels 
with come light material and throw the 
barrels into the Columbia river at a point 
about thirty miles below Portland where 
they were secured by confederates in waiting 
The authorities had been watching tbe Tea- 
sel for some time, and captured five of the 
barrels thrown overboard on her last trip," 
and in thU way secured good evidence of 
ber operations.

NEBEASZA TO SUPPORT WEAYEB 


The politioal situation in Nevada is tbe 


same as in Colorado. Here, as there, Bdver 
mining is the great industry of the State, 
the bullion exports far exceeding in value 
that of ull other products combined. Farm- 
ing and business generally outside of stock 
or wool growing, is greatly benefited by the 
mining industry and when times ara lively 
in mining camps, money iB plenty among 
the farmers who supply them with nearly 
mi f^e necessaries of life. 
Therefore the 


arguments which are advanced for the uni- 
fication of the people in behalf of an inter- 
est upon which the prosperity of the State 
depends in Colorado, applies equally well to 
Nevada, as it i» as important here as there 
that tbe linea should b« drawn between 
the friends and the enemies of free coin- 
age. 
The action of the people in both 


States is similar, and by substituting Ne- 
vada for Colorado and tbe name of the Wall 
Street organ for the Denver Wall Street 
organ, the following from that able advo- 
cate of the silver cause, the Denver Newe, 
describes tbe situation here: 


"The truth is that the mass of voters of 


Colorado, regardless of previous party affil- 
iation, have enlisted in the war against the 
Eastern and English gold trust and have 
resolved to vote against the Presidential 
nominees of that power. 
They are con- 


vinced that both Cleveland and Harrison 
are under an influence that wonld doom 
Colorado to bnsiness palsy and the agri- 
cultural sections of tbe nation to a condition 
verging upon servitude. They have made 
up their minds that silver will never regain 
its rightful status by arming silver's ene- 
mies with a Presidential veto. They must 
go one step farther and refnae to vote fer 
any candidate for office, great or small, 
•who does not honestly repudiate the ene- 
mies of the cause to which they are devoted. 


"But, while there is no question about 


the substantial unity »nd earnestness ot Col- 
orado in behalf of an interest so vital, the 
fact remains that the attitude of the State 
is persistently misrepresented by treaoter- 
ons enemies in our midst, and ihat the 
effect nnd influence of tbe independent po- 
sition assumed by our population is thereby 
seriously neatrnlized. 


'•Tho Denver Republican, which ia a 


venal mouthpiece for Colorn lo'tt enemies, 
is a lending iiistrumeut ID thin treachery. 
It constantly reprebenta tbo presence of the 
nsutl blind devotion to party in this State, 
and keeps standing in its editorial columns 
—for goldbug use in the Eist nnd South, 
to discourage ths silver movement—the as- 
surance that Harrison will receive the us- 
ual Kepnblioan majority from Colorado in 
November. 
This he is reiterated with 


damaging effect in other sections, despite 
the fact thnt it would be impossible to con- 
vene a representative Republican county 
convention in any county of Colorado that 
would not frown down the mention of Har- 
rison's narif. 
Ju tbe last Republican 


State Convention, with a representation ol 
over 600 delegates, an attempt to endorse 
Harrison could only command two votes. 


"We cannot too etrongly realize the im- 


portance of proving the falsity of such 
bribed newspaper utterances by our future 
action in behaU of silver. 
It wonld be a 


serious mistake to allow inconsiderate or 
selfish minorities, or a suborned press, to 
maoh longer falsify the true position and 
convictions of Colorado to the country. 
The silver interest immensely predomi- 
nates in tha State ond its power should he 
asserted in every political convention that 
meets, whatever the party or the purpose. 
Since the poopla of Colorado, regardless of 
pnrty, are true to the interests of the State 
nud country, it would be nnjnst, unwise 
and gravely detrimental to the cause of bi- 
metallism to pcjaiit a handful of self-seek- 
ing partisans to belio the commonwealth 
by using the prestige of party name to help 
the State's worst enemies. 
Silver men, 


Republicans or Democrats, it ia your duty to 
herald Coloradq to tha country as a State 
which is in the war against the money 
power to n finish, and thua ennourage a 
popular movement, the fruition of which 
will bring financial relief and general 
prosperity." 


The Salt Lake Tribune advocates the 


election of Harrison and tbe Salt Lake 
Herald wants the people to vote for Cleve- 
land. The Federal patronage in Utah is 
quite a sugar plum, and the Tribune, 
which now controls it, wants Harrison re- 
elected, while the Herald supports Cleve- 
land so as to got its share of the pie in tbe 
svent of his eleotion. In Utah as in Ne 
vad<i there are those who prefer Federal 
pap to the reznonetizition of silver.

A Monster Structure. 


1 spent a long time in wandering about 


the Manufactures building. It is the 
biggest building ever planned, and it 
will have one roof, covering thirty acres. 
Senator Ingalls came out and looked at 
it the other day, and as he gazed, as- 
tounded at its immensity, he said: "It is 
tin exhalation!' Yesterday it was not, 
today it is and tomorrow it will have 
passed away: I can see how you can 
fence it in, bnt to roof it almost sur- 
passes human conception!" Think of 
putting a massive glass and iron roof 
over a thirty acre field! That is what 
the men are doing here today, and I saw 
them at work putting up the great iron 
trusses which will support this roof. 


You cannot conceive the size of this 


structure without seeing it. Three hun- 
dred thousand people could be seated on 
the floor and in the galleries and 80,000 
could be seated on the floor alone. Th« 
Coliseum at Rome, with all its galleries, 
could only seat 87,000 people, and it waa 
never roofed except with canvas. Yon 
could put four coliseums on that floor, 
and two pyramids as big as Cheops 
would sit upon it side by side and leave 
room for the Capitol at Washington. If 
the great pyramid was taken to pieces 
and carried here its material could be 
stored in this building and you could 
look down upon its masses of stone from 
the galleries. 


This building is about »third of a 


mile long. Thirty great staircases, so 
wide that two carriages could be driven 
up them side by side; will lead to wid« 
galleries and there will be a street fifty 
feet wide running through the center. 
With ita galleries it will have forty 
acres of floor space, and it tires one even 
to think of its possible contents.—Chi- 
cago Cor. Lancaster Examiner. 


Prehistoric Giant*. 


Near the Mediterranean coast, not far 


from Nice, are some grottoes which ar» 
remarkable for the prehistoric remain* 
found in them. The value of these 
grottoes as a field of prehistoric research 
was recognized twenty years ago. They 
were at that time ptirchased by Mr. | 
Eniile Riviere, who, however, neglected 
to work them, and sold them again to a 
quarry master, who, on removing some 
of the rock, unearthed some of the re- 
mains. 
Since then the grottoes have 


been in litigation much of the time and 
no one has been able properly to investi- 
gate them. 


At present three skeletons found there 


are figuring in the law courts 
One is 


of a man whose estimated height Is 7 
feet 9 inches. 
The head of th» skeleton 


is missing. Another is the skeleton of a 
woman C foet 3 Inches tall, and the third 
ia the remains of a youth. These added 
to previous discoveries make seven skel- 
etons of prehistoric men unearthed up 
to the present time in these cave*. The 
Ualian government b:ia not attempted 
to exercise any rights in the matter. 


Up to 1875 Mr. Riviere had discovered 


the skeletons of one man and two chil- 
dren, which were some twenty-inn* feet 
below the level of the cnvea and were 
iiirrouiidcd by undoubted 
paleolithic 


implements. 
The bed is a compact one

hibiting in Paris. 
He does wond&rs 


with rodents, of •which he carries around 
several hundred. They play about his, 
rooms in the hotel and at the theatre, 
and are as docile and obedient as well 
reared children. 


To appreciate the patience of the 


trainqy, yon should see one of his exhi- 
bitions. Donroff makes his entire troop 
travel on a mechanical railway which 
runs on a track sixty feet in circumfer- 
ence. The railway has tunnels, station, 
semaphore and a train of several car 
coupled to a locomotive. With move 


ments of infinite gentleness he directs 
the rata upon the platform serving as a 
vestibule to the station. He makes them 
come out of their cage, caresses them, 
gives them their cue and persuades them 
so well that each keeps to his role with- 
out causing a perturbation among the 
troop. 


One rat is trained to run toward the 


locomotive. He is the engineer, and his 
colleague, the fireman, foil fl shim. The 
tender ia filled and then tne passengers 
enter the cars. One actor raises the lan- 
tern of the semaphore, and two or three 
others (passengers) seem to be feverishly 
Decking a refuge toward the station. 
They discover the beneficent inscrip- 
tion "For Men" and disappear. Still an- 
other passenger, a mamma, all white, 
with her young ones trotting after her. 
The station fills and heads are seen in 
every story. The clock strikes and the 
train starts, and finally retsirns to its 
starting point without accident.
